DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-4, 6-10, 12-14, 16-19, 21-23, 25 and 26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish method of manufacturing semiconductor device as disclosed in independent claims 1, 3, 
9, 13, 18 and 20. Specifically, regarding independent claims 1 and 3, prior art failed to establish 
method forming amorphous regions in oblique directions and laser irradiation of amorphous 
regions to form source/drain regions. Regarding independent claim 9, prior art failed to establish 
method of forming amorphous with different depth and area and laser irradiation of amorphous 
regions to form pn junction. Regarding independent claims 13 and 18, prior art failed to 
establish method of forming amorphous regions and forming source/drain regions with 
controlled laser intensity. Regarding independent claim 20, prior art failed to establish method of 
forming amorphous regions and source/drain regions with controlled tilt angles.
